Stone, is held as an accessory by 
authorities at the Naval Air D e­ 
velopment station, Johnsville, Pa,, 
the detective captain added. 
Used “ Indian Deathloek" 
Robinson was quoted by Shaffer 
as saying he killed David R Clem­ 
ent, of Lowell, Mass., on February 
13 with an "Indian deathloek" in 
a mom ent of race. Tile cause of 
Robinson s anger was not disclosed. 
Robinson, who got a job in a Phil­ 
adelphia drugstore as a short-order 
cook while police rn 19 states hunted 
him. described the fatal grip as a 
headlock he had seen a wrestler use 
iii a professional bout. 
Then hi* tied Clement's ankles and 
neck to the foot of the metal bed­ 
stead. although sure the victim al­ 
ready was dead, .Shaffer added. 
Stone, of Dallas, Tex . and Cape 
May, N. J , drove Robinson to and 
from the clubhouse where the slay­ 
ing took place, but did not witness 
the killing Shaffer said, learning 
of it tlirough newspaper reports the 
next day. 
"Routine Police Work” 
Stone, a Navy veteran of seven 
and a half years service, is an avia­ 
tion electronics man first class 
Clement, son of former Alderman 
Walter E Clement, of Lowell, was 
found dead hi his room on February* 
14 by a maid 
"Routine police work" led to the 
arrests of Robinson and Stone, the 
detective captain reported. 
After running down numerous Ups 
and clues, detectives came upon a 
"bit of evidence" on Sunday that 
indicated Robinson knew Clement, 
Shaffer explained without elabora­
